T/ater  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Tynomouth  Corporation 
and  the  Nev/castle  and  CTateshoo.d  V/ator  Company,  and  is 
distributed  by  the  Council *s  network  of  mains,  LV.tonsions  of 
the  distribution  mins  have  been  made  during  the  year  to  afford 
supplies  to  proposed  new  houses  at  Seaton  Dclaval  and  Seghill, 

There  has  been  no  recurrence  of  last  summer ^s  shortage  of 
water.  Tynemouth  Corporation  is  nov/ taking  v/ater  in  much 
greater  quantities  than  hitherto  from  the  Newcastle  &  Gateshead 
Water  Company,  thus  enabling  it  to  maintain  a  constant  supply 
in  its  own  area. 

The  water  is  controlled  by  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  by  the  Tynemouth  Corporation,  and  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company*  The  supply  as  received  and 
distributed  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.
